VILLAGES ASK HEAVEN’S AID 


Many Processions Pass Through 
Ravished Areas—Lava Flow 
Slower, Nearing Sea.

CATANIA, Sicily, Nov. 11.—While 
Mount Etna rages with undiminished 
fury, sending fresh avalanches of 
‘liquid volcanic matter coursing down 
its precipitous slopes to complete the 
destruction of the unhappy villages 
in its grasp, the last eviden of 
life have deserted the plains at its 
foot. Ruin reigns supreme in the 
fertile region, which up to a week 
ago, supported a happy and pros- 
perous agricultural population. 

The statue of its patroness, the 
Madonna of the Annunciation, from 
which the village derives its name, 
was taken with reverent hands by 
the villagers today from its ‘place 
over the main altar in the church, 


where the lava had made the deep- 
est inroads into the village, Perhaps 
they hoped that the .Madonna, to 
whom they had trustfully addressed 
their prayers ‘on’ all occasiéns of 
stress and crisis,, would still,effect a 


of their village * was. left.’ But with 
an’ angry growl, the Java seeméd al- 
most: to-take a leap forward, send- 
ing fiery’ fragments to the very feet 
of the sacred image. To save it 
from Mount Ene it was hurriedly 
loaded onto a military motor truck 
and taken to a place of safety. 
Situation Materially Unaltered. 

There is only one man left in’ Nun- 
ziata. He is the local head of the 
Fascisti who keeps vigil over a 
monument to the village’s war dead. 
The monument was to have been un- 
velled in a few days. He waits be- 
hind at the peril of his life to un- 
veil it all alone, in the presence only 
of God and the spirits of his fellow 
citizens who laid down their lives for 
their country. when its destruction 
by lava appears inevitable. 

The situation is materially un- 
altered from yesterday. The lava 
pressed a little closer to the hearts 
of Nunziata. and Carrabba. It car- 
ried its work of destruction one step 
further, it made its grip on the two 
towns one degree surer. In some 
points where the lava met obstruc- 
tions it towers over the houses. to 
the incredible height of 200 feet. 
From one moment to the next it may 
break over the towns like a wave,

Gross of $102,816,264,031 Was 
$15,000,000,000 Below 1926, 
With Net Taxable Drop.

$1,000,000 or more is revealed by 


, | statistics made public today by the 


Internal Revenue Bureau, showing 
incomes. of all classes which were 
reported for the calendar year 1927 
and upon which taxes are being paid 
in the present calendar year. This 
is a high record and is an advance 
of fifty-two as compared with the 
previous year. The number of. tax- 
payers reporting incomes: of $5,000,- 
000. or more, however, dropped from 
fourteen for 1926 to ten for 1927. 

In the group with incomes up to 
$10,000 there was a decrease in the 
number ‘reporting as compared with 
1926, but in practically every higher 
income grouping there was a sub- 
stantial Increase. 

Because of the heavy dividend pay- 
ments, regular, extra and_ stock, 
which had been distributed by cor- 
porations, and the unprecedented 
rise in the stock market which 
marked activities of 1927, ‘Treasury 


officials had expected a considera- 


ble. increase in the total of taxpay-. 
ers reporting large incomes, but the 
actual exceed predictions. 

The pilations made public give 
preliminary statistics for 1927 and 
also final statistics for 1926, much 


haying been previously made avail- 
able. The preliminary. statistics for 
1927 do‘not give data by States, nor 
do: they provide any information 
which :might serve as a clue to the 
the income.

Need for Readiness of Defense.

STABILITY NOW: ‘THE NEED 


Territorial Readjustments Must Be 
Delayed—Value of the League 
and World Court.

PARIS, Nov. i11.—Ten years ago 
this morning the great silence spread 
over the bloodstained battlefields 
stretching from Belfort to the sea; 
and in the mud which hid the bones 
of 3,000,000 dead men and more, 
there was drawn and sealed the line 
‘which marked the end of the World 
War. 

Opposing hosts, each calling on 

God for strength, had fought for 
more than four years in the sorriest 
tragedy which had ever stained the 
history of mankind. They said then 
at the finish that it had been a war 
to end wars. 
. Since that solemn morning many 
have chattered about whether. it was 
right or wrong to make the armistice 
then, but no one has come anywhere 
near proving that the war did not 
stop when it should have stopped. 

So just one decade ago the soldiers 
finished their task and statesmen 
took hold of the war-weary and some- 
what repentant world. What sort of 
job have they made of it? Has the 
world learned anything from that 
terrible experience? 

As Pessimists See the World. 

We have with us many who see 
through the darkened glasses of pes- 
simism. We hear that there are to- 
day many more causes for war than 
before 1914, . We are told that the 
nations are only waiting to catch 
their breath to do it all-over again. 
We are taught with historical illus- 
trations that the powers are again 
drifting into alliances and secret 
treaties just like those. which 
brought war in the past. 

. Whoever will but listen can hear 
that the Léague of Nations is a 
joke and the Pact of Paris a piece of 
bunk. There is Russia gone to the 
dogs, and democratic government 
dead in Italy, Spain and elsewhere. 
The Treaty of Versailles was a botch,

Says This: Country is ‘Taking 
Active Part in Discussion 
‘of World Problems. 


AMERICANS GIVE AID 


Study and Report on Financial and 
Economic Conditions of 
Poland. 


SCHENECTADY, N. ¥., Nov. 11. 
Jan Ciechanowski, Polish Minister to 
Washington, was the principal speak- 
er at exercises here today in joint 
celebration of Armistice Day and the 
tenth anniversary of the restoration 
of the independence of Poland. In 
speaking of the relations between 
Poland and the United States he said 
in. part: 

“I wish to stress this cooperation 
between the American and Polish 
nations because it is sometimes said 
that the United Svates is keeping 
aloof from European problems, The 
attitude of this country toward Po- 
land is a very good instance of the 
active part which the United States 
is taking in the discussion and solu- 
tion of questions of universal im- 
portance, and .that it is .effectively 
cooperating-in all world problems of 
reconstruction. 

“On the invitation of the Polish 
Government, Americans of -the high- 
est standing and authority have 
studied and reported upon the finan- 
cial and economic conditions of 
Poland. They have made sugges- 
tions and given valuable vice 
which has been followed with 
marked success. 

“A Polish army was formed in this 
country during the war. Long be- 
fore the end of the war, the restora- 
tion of Poland’s independence was 
placed by the United States as a con- 
dition of permanent peace and em- 
bodied as one of the famous Fourteen 
Points of President Wilson. Poland 
received from this country innumer- 
able proofs that the traditional 
friendship between the two peoples 
was a living fact.’’”

‘There is one other means, which 
can’ be taken by governmental au- 
thorities and also by private or- 
ganizations like yours throughout 
the world, and that is to inculcate 
into the. minds of the people a 

ful attitude, teaching them 
t war is not only a barbarous 
means of settling disputes but one 
which has bro t uvon the world 
greatest affliction, suffering 
and disaster. If the people are 
minded that there shall be no war 
there will not be. Arbitration is 
the machinery by which peace may 
be maintained. It cannot function 
effectively unless there is back of 
it a popular will for peace. 
Sketches Peace Machinery. 

I cannot go into detail concern- 
ing all the steps which have been 
taken to extend the principles of 
arbitration and conciliation as a 
part of the machinery for the main- 
tenance of peace. In a gener- 
al way, I can say that when I came 
into office I found that on account 
of the war many of our arbitration 
treaties and treaties of amity and 
commerce had lapsed and that 
many of the boards of conciliation 
under the Bryan treaties had be- 
come incomplete or vacant through 
death or resignation. These boards 
have been filled and there are now 
s ig —— of iy — 

ryan aties, among the si¢na- 
tories being included many of the 

rincipal nations of the world. We 
ve already negotiated five new 
treaties and are negotiating many 
more, We have negotiated with 
many countries a new arbitra- 
tion treaty for the settlement 
of all juridicial questions, which 
is an advance. over the old 
form. of treaty. In Central and 
South America practically all of the 
countries have signed and ratified 
a@ general conciliation treaty, to 
which the United States is a party. 
Under this treaty, in the event of 
failure to settle a dispute by diplo- 
matic means or arbitration, the * 
natory nations agree to submit it 
to boards of conciliation for exam- 
ination and report and not to go to 
war for a reasonable time pending 
such examination. Furthermore, 
pursuant to a resolution of the Pan 
American Conference held in Ha- 
vana in January and February, 
1928, the United States has called 
a conference on arbitration and 
conciliation of all the States parties 
to the Pan American Union to be 
held in Washington on Dec. 10. 
Thus it will be seen that the United 
States and the nations of all Cen- 
tral and South America are taking 
steps to extend the. principles of 
arbitration and conciliation. 

I might, if T had the time, show 
you the progress of this principle 
in other nations. It is evident that 
there is a great forward movement 
all over the world and a growth 
of an enlightened sentiment for the 
settlement of international contro- 
versies by means other than the 
arbitrament of war. I might men- 
tion in this connection the Locarno 
treaties and many others negoti- 
ated in Europe as well as in Cen- 
tral and South America. Probably 
no part of the world has made 
such progress in arbitration as 
Central and South America, and 
certainly there is no part of the 
world where the sentiment for 
peace is stronger and consequently 
where there is less danger of the 
outbreak of war. 


Finds People Accepting Idea. 


Arbitration and conciliation are 
appealing more and more to’ the 
imagination of the peoples of all 
nations. I deem this movement of 
surpassing importance In the ad- 
vancement of world peace.

No Conflict With Other Pacts. 


In the course of the discussion 
France raised the question of 
whether the proposed treaty would 
in any way conflict with the obli- 
gations of the Locarno treaties, 
the League of Nations, or other 
treaties guaranteeing neutrality. 
My reply was that I did not under- 
stand the League of Nations to 
impose any obligation to go to 
war; that the question must ulti- 
mately be decided by each country 
for itself; that if there was any 
similar obligation in the Locarno 
treaties the United States would

parties undertook immediately to 
come to the help of the party 
against whom such violation or 
breach was directed. It therefore 
was simply a matter of law that 
if any of the parties to the Locar- 
no treaties went to war in viola- 
tion of that treaty and were at 
the same time parties to the mul- 
tilateral treaty, they would violate 
this treaty also, and that it was a 
general principle of law that if one 
of the Ogos to a treaty should 
violate it, the others would be re- 
leased, and would be entirely free 
and under no obligation to take 
any action unless they saw fit. 

For these reasons the rno 
powers became original signato- 
ries, and all of the nations agreed 
that under these circumstances no 
modification of the present treaty 
was needed. It was my expecta- 
tion that if the treaty was signed 
it would be readily adhered to by 
many, if not all, of the other na- 
tions. My expectations have been 
more than fulfilled. Up to the 
present time sixty nations have 
either signed the treaty or original 

es or have adhered to it or 
ave notified the department of 
their intention to adhere to it. It 
is my belief that all the nations of 
the world will adhere to this treaty 
and make it one of the principles 
of their national — I believe 
that this is the first time in his- 
tory when any treaty has received 
the approval of so many nations 
of the world. 


No Collateral Amendments, 
There are no collateral reserva- 
tions or amendments made to the 
treaty as finally agreed upon. 
During the negotiation of this 


treaty, as in the case of other 
treaties, questions were raised by 
various governments and dis-

@ nation should go to war claim- 
ing that it was acting in self-de- 
fense, the mere claim must be ac- 
cepted by the peoples of the world 
and that, therefore, the multilat- 
eral treaty does not change the 
present juridical position. I can- 
not agree with this criticism. As 
I have already stated, a nation 
claiming to act in self-defense 
must justify itself before the bar 
of world opinion as well as before 
the signatories of the treaty. For 
that reason I declined to place in 
the treaty a definition of aggressor 


or of self-defense because I be- 
lieved that no comprehensive le- 
come definition could be framed 
mn advance. Such an attempt 
would have lead to endless diffi- 
culty. For years statesmen inter- 
ested in preventing war have tried 
to frame definitions of or 
and the right of self-defense in 
an attempt to prevent conflicts be- 
tween States. They have failed to 
accomplish this object. Further- 
more, technical definitions are 
easily evaded by a nation which 
desires to go to war for selfish pur- 
poses. It, therefore, seemed one 
simply to make a broad declara- 
tion against war. This 

make it more difficult rather than 
less difficult for an aggressor na- 
tion to prove its innocence. 

If there is a narrow, legalistic 
treaty definition as to the meaning 
of self-defense or of aggression— 
and such a definition would be 
— difficult if not impossible to 
make in advance—the nation mak- 
ing war might well find justifica- 
tion through a_ technicality far 
easier than if it had to face a 
broad political examination by 
other signatories of a simple anti- 
war treaty in the light of world 
opinion. The mere of self- 
defense is not roing to ey. a 
nation before the world. Further- 
more, I do not believe that any 
tribunal can be set up to decide 
this question infallibly. ‘To attempt 
to negotiate a treaty establishing 
such a tribunal would meet with 
endless difficulties and the opposi- 
tion of many nations. I am certain 
that the United States and many 
countries would never have become 
Pre to a treaty submitting for 

etermination to a tribunal the 
question of the right of self-de- 
fense; certainly not if the decision 
of the tribunal was to be followed 
by the application of sanctions or 
by military action to punish the 
offending State. I know there are 
men who believe in the lofty ideals 
of a world tribunal or super-State 
to ide when a nation has vio- 
lated its agreement not to go to 
war, or by force to maintain pveace 
and to punish the offender, but I 
do not believe that all the inde- 
pendent nations have yet arrived 
at the advanced stage of thought 
which will permit such a tribunal 
to be established. 

Shall we postpone world agree- 
ments not to go to war until some 
indefinite time when the peoples 
of the world will have come to the 
conclusion that they can make a 
sovereign State subservient to an 
international tribunal of this kind? 
Shall we take no step at all until 
we can accomplish in one single 
act an entire revolution in the in- 
dependence of sovereign nations? 
I have the greatest hope that in 
the advancement of our civiliza- 
tion all peoples will be trained in 
the thought and come to the belief 
that nations in their relations with 
each other should be governed by 
principles of law and that the de- 
cisions of arbitrators or judicial 
tribunals and the, efforts of con- 
ciliation commissions should be re- 
lied upon in the settlement: of in- 
ternational disvutes rather than 
war. But this stage of human de- 
velopment must come by educa- 
tion, by experience, through 
treaties of arbitration and conei 
tion and solemn agreements not to 
resort to war. How many centuries

Mr. Sufrin said that his optimism 
resulted from his acquaintance with 
six of the twelve Ministers in the 
new Maniu Cabinet. “He expressed 
the hope that the new Government 
would grant amnesty to hundreds of 
political prisoners. . He pointed out 
that Premier Maniu was-a Roman 
Catholic and as such a member of 
a minority group who would un- 
doubtedly be interested in guarding 
the rights of minorities. 

Louis Marshall, President of the 
committee, pointed out that in the 
new Government were many former 


Hungarian subjects who would bring ; 
Western ideas to Rumania. 


Counted Jewish Population. 


Committee discussed the condition 
of the Jews in various Eastern Euro- 
pean countries and in Palestine. The 
statistical department of the com- 
mittee, in cooperation with the 


United States Census Bureau, made 
a count of the Jewish congregations 
of the country and estimated the 
Jewish population as 4,228,000. The

“T should strongly object to a Bap- 
tist fraternity at Brown, although I 
am a Baptist,’’ he declared. “If 
had my way I would open every col- 
lege fraternity in America to every 
worthy man of good character and 
scholarship, regardless of his origin 
or faith. That is my ideal, and for 
it J am steadily working both in 
Brown University and in every other 
college. where I may have the slight- 
est influence.’’

The radio inspectors spent 
most of the day making ‘‘frequency’”’ 
observation at the test station in the 
Sub-Treasury Building here.

JERSEY’S OPEN SEASON. 


So far as upland hunters are con- 
cerned, the Presidential election was 
forgotten in New Jersey on Satur- 
day. At first light, cottontails were 
jumping from the brush to escape 
nimrods who had risen while it was 
yet night. Guns were popping in 
suburban woodlands while the milk- 
man was making his rounds, and 
automobiles were speeding to favor- 
ite covers in the hills. There is no 
patch of ground in the State from 
High Point to Cape May that will 
be overlooked by hunters with or 
without hounds and bird dogs. Show- 
ing a license button, anybody may 
kill six rabbits, six squirrels, two 
cock pheasants, three ruffed grouse, 
four woodcocks and ten quail. Up 
and down Paulins Kill, the Pequest 
River, the Ramapo, the Passaic, the 
Hackensack, the Raritan, Rancocas 
Creek, the Mullica and the Great 
Egg Harbor River, in the bottom- 
lands of the Delaware and through 
the scrub-oak of the south sports- 
men will plod. 
So well has the State Fish and 
Game Commission stocked the hunt- 
ing grounds with birds, and even 
with rabbits, that when the last gun 
has been fired there will be many 
survivors. Easiest of birds to bring 
fluttering down to the earth is the 
handsome Mongolian cock pheasant, 
iridescent of hue and so long of tail 
that his flight is slow and labored. 
His croak of fright anticipates the 
shattering load of shot by seconds 
only. Happily the ruffed grouse and 
the quail, beloved “ Bob White,” can 
almost hold their own with their 
pursuers, and the elusive woodcock 
is often up and away before a bead 
can be drawn. 

The upland season must not be 
confounded with the open season for 
deer. No one mistakes a fellow biped 
for game. At the worst one can be 
‘the receiver for a thimbleful of bird 
shot. Concern for the hunter is re- 
flected in many safety rules laid 
down: by the Fish and Game Com- 
“Don’t use your gun for a 
loaning post” is one of them. A 
statute prohibits shooting from an 
The hunting grounds 
are being more and more restrict- 
ed by trespass signs. Sportsmen’s 
Clubs sequester many thousands of 
}acres. But there is still a large acre- 
age in New Jersey where a time- 
honored sport may be enjoyed.

President-Elect Stands in Silent 
Tribute at Stanford Chapel’s 
Armistice Day Service.

PALO ALTO, Cal., Nov. 11.—Presi- 
Gen’-elect Hoover will probably sail 
from San Pedro, the port of Los An- 
géles, next Sunday or Monday, ac- 
cording to the tentative program of 
the Latin American good-will mis- 
sion submitted to him this afternoon 
by Rear Admiral Thomas Washing- 
ton, commandant of the Mare Island 
navy yard. 

Admiral Washington was with Mr. 
Hoover more than an hour, and dur- 
ing that time gave to the President- 
elect. details about the dreadnought 
Maryland, on which he will visit the 
Republics on the Pacific side of 
South America. 

While Mr. Hoover and Admiral 
Washington were discussing the de- 


tails of the tour this afternoon, 
George Akerson, executive assistant 
to Mr. Hoover, was in San Fran- 
cisco personally directing the plans 
for the comfort of the President- 
elect. Mr. Hoover will occupy the 
Admiral’s suite on the Maryland, 
the vessel being one of thc flagships 
of the fleet. 


The Maryland will be drydocked at 
the Mare sa Navy yard tomorrow 


morning, where she will undergo 
minor repairs and at the same time 
get a mew coat of paint. The work 
will continue day and night.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 11,—

Mr. Roosevelt revealed today the

come here to discuss the problem. 

The Governor-elect is optimistic 
about the future of the Democratic 
Party and sees no need of drastic 
reorganization. He pointed to the 
big’ popular vote polled for Governor 
Smith as an example of the hold 
the party has upon the people of 
the nation. In speaking of the sur- 
vey he foresaw as its result evi- 
dence that unity lay ahead for the 
party in the contests yet to come. 
While Mr. Roosevelt has remained 
silent on this phase of the situation, 
it is said that he believes the survey 
will show that many Democrats in 
the South who left the party to vote 
for Herbert Hoover can be brought 
back within the regular ranks if 
they are handled tactfully. He is 
said to feel that if intensive work is 
carried on, not for three months but 
for at least three years, not only 
can the losses of Nov. 6 be met but 
important gains can be effected. 


Roosevelt Explains His Position. 

The man who was hailed on his

There’s plenty of evidence to support the Mary- 
landers in their contention, too. ‘rhey have always given 
Yale a hard battle and two years ago they romped 
off with a victory at New Haven. Last week they 
sent word up North that they were headed for another 
triumph, and it appears that they knew what they 
were talking about. 

However; when a Yale eleven loses to a team that 
was defeated by North Carplina and Virginia Poly and 
tied by Virginia Military Institute, the affair will be 
classed as an upset, especially at New Haven. 


The Fray at the Stadium. 


“If I can get.a fullback,’ said Knute Rockne earlier 
in the season, “I'll make a pretty good team out of 
this one yet.’’ Well, a chap named Fred Collins filled 
that position for Notre Dame at the Stadium, and if he 
isn’t a fullback, Mr. Knute Rockne is the Chinese 
Ambassador to Honduras. Jack Chevigny scored one 
touchdown for Notre Dame and Johnny O’Brien 
scored another. F. Collins doesn’t appear in the scor- 
ing list at all, but what he did to those Army forwards 
was a crying shame. He dove through them, between 
them and over them. He carried them on his back 
and still kept moving ahead. 

It’s true that he fumbled within a few feet of the 
goal line on one occasion, but, if he lost that touch- 
down, he surely saved another and quite possibly the 
game in the final quarter. Christian Keener Cagle 
had. broken loose and the Notre Dame fullback was 
the last obstacle in the path toward the goal line. 
Collins halted the brilliant run and brought the fleet 
Army ball-carrier crashing to the ground on the east 


sideline.

But the fullback wasn’t quite the whole show or 
even half of it. Notre Dame has no Four Horsemen 
this year, but the South Bend team has three steam 
plows in Collins, Chevigny and Niemiec. They tore up 
plenty of ground in Army territory. Then again, the 
big Army forwards were outplayed by the more agile 
and adroit Notre Dame linesmen. The split second 
difference in speed told the tale. Neither line was

A sprig of laurel must be reserved for Knute Rockne 
himself, At the psychological moment he took out his 
left end and put in an outfielder. Not a fellow who 
could tackle or interfere ‘or kick or anything like that, 
but an outfielder who could lope across the territory 
covered by Earl Combs in the summertime and pull 
down a flying ball much in the manner of the Yankee 
fly-chaser. Johnny O’Brien was the outfielder, and he 
made the catch of the now famous forward: pass. 
Having made that one play, the outfielder immediately 
withdrew and straight football was resumed. 

It was a great game all the way and’ the last ten 
minutes furnished as much. brilliant football and 
sizzling excitement as the delirious spectators could 
absorb. Cagle alone almost tipped the scales in favor 
of the Army. Another minute of play and the verdict 
might have been reversed. But on the whole, Notre 
Dame richly deserved the great victory. 


Looking Over the Line. 

Boston College didn’t play Saturday—they play Ford- 
ham today—and at the moment the Eagles alone 
among the stronger elevens are undefeated and untied 
in the Near East sector. Carnegie: Tech, conquerors 
of Georgetown, are still undefeated and untied and 
rule the Not So Near East division. But Carnegie 
Tech will-run up against Notre Dame at South Bend 
this coming Saturday and the outlook for the Skibos 
is none too bright. 

There must be a thick cloud of gloom hovering over 
New Haven and Cambridge today. Yale sustained a 
rude shock and the Crimson supporters, though they 
looked for a warm argument, confidently expected a 
Harvard victory over Penn. With two defeats already 
on the record and Princeton and Harvard yet to be 
met, the outlook for Eli Yale is cloudy, with storms. 
This will be a badly scrambled season when the boys 
get through kicking the ball around. 

A week ago four teams stood out: Georgetown, Bos- 
ton College, Carnegie Tech and Army. Two of them 
went down to defeat on Saturday. If Notre Dame 
throws the Skibos for a loss in their coming battle, the 
rating of the Eastern teams at the end of the season 
will be an open argument, with no holds barred and 
plenty of biting in the clinches. 

Boston College has a strong eleven, but the schedule 
leans to the weak side. N. Y. U. can make up for its 
lone defeat by beating Missouri and Oregon State. 
Army will be in a commanding position if the Cadets 
defeat Nebraska and Stanford. Though there are two 
ties on its record, Princeton hasn’t been defeated yet. 
If the Tiger claws the Bulldog and rips up the Navy 
line, the debate over top honors will wax warm all 
along the football front. This would be a good time 
to give the fiery orators for rival teams a book on 
parliamentary procedure and a solemn warning 
against unnecessary roughness.
